The board ruled that Reader: failed to report an 
absence from work in October 1987 in the manner 

rescribed by a departmental standing order; mis- 
ied superiors about the reason for his absence 
from work; and was ‘‘evasive, disrespectful and 
deceitful’ toward his superior when questioned 
about the absence. * 

Official misconduct allegations also were dis- 
missed last August against Sgt. David Rosenburg 
and Alderman Dan Partney, who helped adminis+ 
ter the promotion test in 1985 when Partney was a 
member of the fire and police commission. 

The case was dismissed at the prosecutor’s 
request after a judge’s pretrial ruling that the test 
seores could not be used as evidence.

considering cutbacks

VENICE — A public hearing will be held at 7 
tonight on the honorable dismissal of about 20 
School District 3 employees, including teachers 
and. non-certificated service employees. 

Hearings have been set in two other local school 
districts, though the formal actions are still uncer- 
tain. 

The Venice action is being taken due to 1989-90 
financial uncertainties. The employees could be 
rehired before next fall if adequate funds become 
available. 

A resolution on the dismissals was read by the 
school board Feb. 27 and awaits approval follow- 
ing the hearing. 

School Attorney Mike Bilbrey asked that the res- 
olution also include non-certificated service person- 
nel as well as teachers. since the district is now 
required to give them the same advance notice, he 
said. 


The Illinois School Code requires a public hear- 
ing for teacher dismissal when the proposed num- 
ber “exceeds five, or 150 percent of the average 
number of teachers honorably dismissed in the 
preceding three years, whichever is more.” The 
code requires a majority vote to approve such a 
decrease. 


“We do not have the knowledge of funding we 
are going to receive, particularly in regard to the 
Venice-Lincoln Technical Center,’’ Bilbrey said 
“If and when that funding arrives we would hire 
back some of these same teachers.” 

Last year, the district honorably dismissed 20 
teachers for the 1988-89 school year. All of those 
teachers were rehired by early summer. 

Superintendent Charlies McCaskill has said that 
about 20 dismissals are expected to be needed 


again this year. No breakdown of the 20 has been 
given. 

The district employs 45 teachers of Venice Fed- 
eration of Teachers Local 965 and 14 service work-~ 
ers in Local 98 = 

“We got an earlier notice than we had anticipat- 
ed last year that we were going to have the 
funds,’” McCaskill said. ‘We want to think pasi- 
tively and hope that everything turns out like last 
year.” 

The dismissal notice is basically a precautionar 
measure taken every year by the district, whic 
relies heavily on state and federal funding, McCas- 
kill said. 

Almost all of the programs at the Technical 
Center receive state or federal aid as do the Chap- 
ter I and Chapter IT programs at Venice Grade 
School, McCaskill said 

The Madison and Granite City school districts 
have also slated similar public hearings 

In Granite City, a public hearing has been set 
for 7 p.m. Tuesday, March 28. 


In Madison, a_public hearing has been set for 
6:30 p.m--Friday, March 17. Superintendent Dan 
Kostencki said that program cuts are currently 
being explored but have not been completely 
determined; as a result, he did not yet have a 
specific number of employees who would receive 
notification. 

District 12 will have programs eliminated, with 
some jobs being lost, he said. 

“We are genuinely planning to have cutbacks,” 
Kostencki said. ‘‘Ca]lbacks will be based on what 
programs will be offered:"" 

The Madison budget changes will help remove 
the district from the Illinois State Board of Educa- 
tion's ‘‘financial wat¢h"’ list. Madison was among 
190 school systems placed on the list in February

PONTOON BEACH — Ordi- 
nances relating to creation of the 
previously protested Timberlake 
tal Increment Financing Dis- 
trict dnd Redevelopment Plan 
are being studied by trustees. 

Village Clerk Mary Warren 
said. Wednesday she has no 
information. inanees. 
will be reintroduced for consid- 
eration, The board next meets at 
7 p.m. Tuesday, March 14. 

A total of 111 private resi- 
dences and commercial busi- 
nesses is planned for the Tim- 
berlake Manor Subdivision, 
where the 63-acre-plus TIF rede- 
velopment project is proposed. 

The Timberlake property is 
vacant. farmland on the west 
side of Illinois 111 and north of 
the Church of the Nazarene in 
the 4700 block of the highway. 

Estimated cost of the redevel- 
opment is $2,100,000 with the 
project to be financed through 
non-general-obligation bonds 
underwritten by the developers 
at no cost to the village, Warren 
said. The bonds would finance 
development of streets and utili- 
ties and meet other development 
costs in the area. 

Vigorous protests about the 
Timberlake TIF proposal were 
heard—at public--hearings in 
March and December last year 

At the December ~hearing, 
questions were asked and objec- 
tions were heard from reprpsen- 
tatives of the Granite [City 
School District, Long Lake Fire 
Protection District and Mitchell 
Fire Protection District 


The March hearing had been 
adjourned without action being 
taken when the Long Lake Fire 
District objected, stating notifi- 
cation to the district was incor- 
rect. 

The impact of a large housing 
development on the property 
without a subsequent increase in 
tax dollars to finance necessary 
services was noted by Long 
Lake and Mitchell fire district 
representatives 

In a statement at the Decem- 
ber meeting, Norman S. Owca, 
Granite City School District 
director of finance, said the 
Board of Education has not tak- 
en an official position for or 
against TIF districts in down- 
town Granite City or Chouteau 
Tract I and II in Pontoon Beach. 

The proposed Timberlake TIF 
District, however, has given the 
board cause for concern, Owca 
said, citing a projected increase 
in student population without 
additional property tax money to 
finance education. 

When tax increment financing 
is used to pay for development, 
among the parties most affected 
is the school district, which 
could be denied some or all of 
the additional money. generated 
by developments in a TIF area 
for as long as 23 years, Owca 
said. 

TIF districts enable new tax 
revenues. generated by real 
estate taxes within the district to 
be used to repay TIF bonds. 

Currently, real estate taxes 
pay for over one-third of the cost 
of educating each child in the

Some owners of vehicles complain 
that they had special features on their 
car and that the insurance company’s 
estimate does not take into account 


“ these items. Others feel it is unfair that 


the company deducts from its 
estimate for prior damage to the car. 

In one recent case, an owner of acar 
was struck by a truck in an intersec- 
tion collision. The truck driver was at 
fault in the accident, but that driver 
was uninsured. The car was “totalled” 
in this collision. 

The driver of the car looked to his 
own insurance company in this case. 
The owner of the automobile owed 
$4,500 at the bank as a payoff on his 
car loan. The ‘‘book value" of the car, 
however, was only’ $3,200. Therefore, 
the car owner had to pay $1,300 out of 
pocket to pay off the balance of the 
foan.

Tax step backward for mothers

fare it is not — not for Ameri 
ca's working mothers. Reform it 
is not — it’s a step backward in 





A law it 
is — with implications that 
affect all working moth 


working fathers, working coup! 
and single parents. Overall, the 
law does not — and I mean 
not — contain good news 

To begin with, look at the law 
effective for 1988 taxes. Suppose 
that you are one of the fortunate 
working mothers who has an 
employer considerate enough to 
offer a child care plan. Your 
employer agrees to reimbur: 
you up to $5,000 for child ca 
expenses that you incur for the 
purpose of being able to go to 
work and earn a salary. 

The good news here is t 
$5,000 is tax free to you, and 
$5,000 is the maximum amount 
the law permits you to exclude 

But suppose that your child 
care expenses are $9,800. You 
have two children, one in school 
and one still a toddler. 

The good news for this year is 
that you can take a 20 percent 
dollar-for-dollar income tax 
credit on that excess $4,800. It is 











an extra $960 in your pocket. 
However, under _the law 
starting in 1989, if Kate gets 
$5,000 from her employer for 
child care expenses, none of her 
added $4,800 in expenses is avail- 
able for the credit. So Kate loses 
$960 in taxes. That's how much

More businesses, shoppers 
let computers do the talking

An increasing number of 
Americas are ‘using home 
computers to gather informa 
tion and make purchases. Tak- 
ing advantage of ‘on-line ser 
vices,’’ they are permitting 
computer terminals to do the 
talking for them. This is just 
the beginning. 

While on-line services such as 
GompuServe, Genie, Dow Jones 
News/Retrieval and the Source 
have been around for years. 
subscriptions to these services 
have been limited. The largest, 
CompuServe, has fewer than 
500,000 subscribers. 

For a monthly fee plus some- 
times hefty per-hour charges, 
on-line) companies provide 
everything from wire service 
news reports to personal elec- 
tronic mailboxes, where infor- 
mation can be transmitted 
almost instantly. A writer in 
New York, for instance, could 
send copy via computer to a 
local telephone number. His 
publisher in Californ also 
could dial a local number just a 
few minutes later and receive a 
cqmputer feed of the story 
But the process remains 
expensive. Computer hobbyists 
have sought to circumvent this 
by developing systems such as 
FIDO Mail, which transmits 
messages and information from 
user to user group. The mes- 
sages are transmitted in bun- 
dies, with maybe a dozen mes- 
sages being sent; back and forth 
between two locations in a min- 
ute’s time, thus reducing the 
cost per message. The down- 
side is the lack of privacy and, 
in some cases, less than perfect 
reliability. 

Now .a third kind of on-line 
service has evolved, and it 
promises to combine the advan- 
tages of the big on-line compa- 
nies. with a much lower cost, a 
little more than you would pay 
for the FIDO network. 

The best known of these new 
services is called Prodigy. It is 
a joint venture between IBM 
and Sears, Roebuck and Co. 
You_may not have heard of it 
yet, but you will. 

Prodigy went on-line last 
year in a few test niarkets. 
Right now it is: available only 
in Atlanta, Hartford, Cponn., and 
several California s. But 
Plans call for continued expan- 
sion this year and. in’ years” to 
‘come. : 

_Unlike the earlier on-line ser- 
vices, Prodigy does not charge

computer, 

A major Wall Street firm has 
signed on with Prodigy so its 
customers can conduct securi- 
ties transactions via their home 
computers. An airline has 
added its reservation service to 
the system and a supermarket 
chain even lets you use your 
computer -to order groceries, 
which then will be delivered at 
a specific time. There are com- 
puter games and entertainment 
features. 

IBM and Sears say they are 
backing the effort with an 
advertising campaign costing 
more than $40 million. The 
companies clearly expect the 
venture to become nearly as 
common as the telephone in 
many areas of the country. 

Prodigy isn't the only service 
of its kind. Tandy Corp. has 
offered for several months a 
service called PC-Link. Offer- 
ing many of the services pro- 
vided by Prodigy, the system 
also allows you to download 
This can 
mean’a big saving in telephone- 
charges, because computers 
can absorb information far 
more quickly than you can read 
it. PC-Link also offers unlimit- 
ed time for $9.95-per month, 
but there are a few catches: 
There is a surcharge for day- 
time use, and some services 
cost extra. 

Other cornpanies also offer or 
plan to start up various on-line 
services. Rising numbers of 
consumers will be discovering a 
whole new way of shopping, 
communicating and gathering 
information. But it will not 
come without cost. Phone bills 
will be unexpectedly high in 
many homes and some users 
are likely to miss the personal 
interaction that comes from 
going to the store, newsstand or 
brary. nee

Dear Mr. Campbell: 
I am considering placing our condominium up 
for lease with an option to buy. Are there any 
guidelines in use to establish how much- of the_ 
monthly lease applies to the purchase option? 
Are there any hidden dangers in such an 
arrangement? Can you tell me where I can find 
a sample contract, other than a lawyer? 

A.D. 

Answer: Like acupuncture as a cure for head- 
aches, the use of the lease-option to sell hard-to- 
move residential property s both supporters 
and detractors. Properly used, though, the lease- 
option can be a valuable tool for both buyer and 
seller. 

For thé buyer, the device lets him: “lock in’-a 
unit that he wants to buy while he gets his 
finances in shape. The seller is generating a cash 
flow — usually above the rent and unit would 
normally draw on the open market — from a 
lenant who has a‘real incentive for keeping the 
place in good shape. 

There are some potential pitfalls (as there are 
in virtually any real estate transaction) and you 
probably should tt some advice from a real 
estate broker w! is had some experience ‘with 
lease-options — dn a flat-fee basis 

The one tricky aspect of the lease-option is that 
it has to be two contracts in one. The first part 
of it resembles a standard lease in all 
respects — setting up who is responsible for 
what,-in other words. The second part is where it 
can be a little troublesome because it has to spell 
out in specific detail exactly how the sale will 
proceed if and when the lessee exercises his 
option. That means the exact price, the down 
payment, the amount of the rental payments 
applicable to the down payment, and how much 
if any, the seller will carry back. 

This business of projecting what your condo 
will be worth on the market one or two years 
down the road (lease-options extending beyond 
that, most practitioners feel, leave too many 
loose ends to be 100 pércent practical) can be 
knotty. Commonly, the seller will peg the price of 
his house about 5 percent to 10 percent above the 

















price it would command in toda:

But a’ lease-option.has the advantage of being 
extremely flexible in such matters. You really 
will need some guidance in writing both the lease 
porticn of the contract and the purchase portion 
and, for this reason, a real estate adviser is a

We have -had:;5 
adequate savings, some stocks and no debt other,, 
than the house payment of $256 a month plus $100 
a month for taxes. Our total yearly income 
through Social Security and pension is $23,000, on 
which we are able to live comfortably 

We have been wondering if perhaps we would 
be better off selling our home and investing the 
$100,000. We would realize enough interest to rent. 
a_ home for $750 to $800 a month and the entire 
$23,000 income would be totally available to live 
even more comfortably. Does this sound reason 
able?

Answer: I can't really shoot any gaping holes . 
in your idea although your investment-income 
estimate may be a little high. As I figure. it 
(taking, conservatively, the lower market figure 
of $140,000), you should net about $97,650 after 
paying off the mortgage and the broker's com- .« 
mission. Unless you already have used your 
$125,000, once-in-a-lifetime exclusion on the tax on 
your gain, you should have no tax liability at all 
And this, invested (again conservatively) at, say, 
8 percent would net you about $651 a month, 
which would not quite offset the $750 to $800 a 
month rent you foresee 

But if home ownership isn't a big thrill for you 
and if you know, for sure, you can get good 
housing ‘at the rent projected and if that pension 
also provides adequately for you and your wife, 1

Two new classes covered

However, the 
landlord cannot impose unrea 
sonable conditions on restoring 
the unit 

Witbin 30 months after the 
president signed the bill, all new 
multifamily dwellings of four or 
more units must be constructed 
to allow access and use by hand- 
icapped persons. 

Familial status provisions: 

Fair housing coverage is 
extended to families with chil- 
dren under age 18. However, the 
law exempts certain types of 
housing projects for the elderly 
from requiring access to fami- 
lies with children. In determin- 
ing whether housing qualifies as 
housing for the elderly, the fed- 
eral Department of Housing and 
Urban Development will develop 
regulations that will require at 
least the following factors: 

*The existence of significant 
facilities and services specifical- 
ly. designed ‘to meet the physical 
or social needs of older people. 

*That at least 80 percent of 
the units are occupied by at 
least one person 55 years of age 
or older per unit, or 100 percent 
of the units are occupied by peo- 
ple 62 years or older.

Legislators criticize sales tax law 


The— Southwestern Illinois 
Council of Mayors met in Belle- 
ville with state senators and 
representatives to discuss issues 
ranging from taxes to the joint 
use of Scott Air Force Base. 

Four. members of the General 
Assembly were present: Rep. 
Sam Wolf, D-Granite City; Sen. 
Frank Watson, R-Carlyle; Rep. 
Monroe Flinn, D-Cahokia; and 
Sen. Ralph Dunn, R-DuQuoin. 

Wolf echoed the feelings of 
many of the mayors by 
denouncing the new sales tax 
law passed by the state last 
summer. The law will create 
new income by taxing photo 
Processing and expanding the 
user tax to cover more out-of- 
state sales. - 

But it has drawn criticism 
because it also has changed the 
method through which cities 
and counties receive their 
monthly sales tax receipts. 

The state now is to appropri- 
ate funds rather than pass them 
back to the various entities. 

“This was a provision we 
knew nothing about...none of us 
are in favor of the provision as 
it stands and you can rest 
assured we will do everything 
we can to see that it is amend- 
ed,” said. Wolf. 

He said an attempt to amend 
the law failed in the last ses- 
sion, but he expects another 
attempt in this spring’s session. 


At the meeting, Tom Fitzsim- 
mons of the Illinois Municipal 
League said there are negotia- 
tions between Gov. Jim Thomp- 
son’s office and the House over 
the sales tax yment -issue, 
adding that ‘ouse Majority 
Leader Jim McPike, D-Alton, 
“philosophically believes that 
state revenue should go through 
the appropriation process.”” 

In_an unrelated tax issue, 
SIUE President Ear] Lazerson 
urged an income tax increase 
for education and asked those 
present what could be done. 

“For the last two years the 
General Assembly and the gov- 
ernor have not seen fit to come 
together on a program that will 
provide the resources that will 
move this state ahead in terms 
of education and consequently 
in terms of economic develop- 
ment and ¢he quality of life for 
our citizens,’ Lazerson said 

Dunn said he had gone on 
record in his most-recent cam- 
paign as favoring a tax increase 
and voted for an income tax 
increase for education. 

“This was the first time I had 
nerve enough and thought that 
it was urgent enough, and the 
necessity was there that we 
should have a tax increase,"’ he 
said 

Dunn also questioned why the 
governor said earlier this year 


that he would not press’ the 


issue of a tax increase for edu- 
eation as long a& the speaker of = 
the House was against it. 
“Maybe he (Thompson) has a> 
game plan we don’t know. 
about,” said Dunn, ‘‘and most 
of the time we don’t know what 
the game plan is.” 

Watson said he would support: 
a modest increase in the) 
income tax if it went to five- 

ific areas of need — finan- 
cial aid for education, correc-» 
tions and law enforcement, 
retirement systems for educa-- 
tors and state employees, men- 
tal health and Medicaid provid- 
ers (nursing homes = and 
hospitals). 

Watson said those areas dre’ 

“‘grossly underfunded when it- 
comes to, (providing benefits and 
services.” : 

Dunn said people in his area 
are concerned about the pro- 
posed expansion of ,Scott Air 
Force Base, adding that even 
though there are groups and 
individuals opposed to the- 
expansion, it would be to the 
benefit of Southern Tlinois to 
allow the joint-use (civilian and 
military) plan. 

Watson said his two top prior- 
ities in this session are. to see 
the continued development of 
Eastport Plaza in Collinsville. 
and solving traffic problems in: 
the Fairview Heights area near: 
St. Clair Square.

Rebel actor Feldman 


lets faith guide him 


Coreg, Reldman will talk 
al almost anything, except 
how old he is: The youthful 
actor litely answers: ‘I’m 
sorry, but I don’t talk about my 
age.” 

It seems an unusual answer 
for someone who looks to be 
between 18 and 20 years old. 

Feldman, a native of 
Southern California, was raised 
in the San Fernando Valley. An 
actor since he was 3, when he 
landed his first big television 
commercial, Feldman has more 
than 50 commercials to his 
credit. His father was a mem- 
ber of the 1960s psychedelic 
rock group, The Strawberry 
Alarm Clock. Although his par- 
ents are divorced, Feldman 
remains close to them and his 
two brothers and sisters. 

Feldman professes to a reli- 
gious conviction that is, at first, 
surprising to hear. 

“I was born Jewish, but 
more than that, I believe in a 
god very strongly,’ Feldman 
says. “‘I believe there’s a 
supreme being and I pray to 
him every night. I believe he 
controls our lives and sets our 
destiny. He gives us the choice 
of a right path and a wrong 
path and it’s up to each of us to 
choose. 

“I think God helps you make 
the right decision, but it’s still 
your decision. I don’t think it’s 
Jesus or Buddha or what-have- 
you. I just believe it is a 


Supreme being who watches. 


over all of us. 

“As an actor, I feel God aaye 
me my talent in order to help 
others. But no matter what you 
do, we all have a job to do and 
you have to keep your head 
straight. Then you'll go far."’ 

Feldman says he feels some- 


what lucky to have survived 
what he recalls as a very fast 
time in high school. * 

“‘Kids out here get in trouble, 
especially with drugs and alco- 
hol, a lot younger now,” Feld- 
man says. “It used fo be that 
senior high school was a prob- 
lem time. Now it’s down to 12- 
and 13-year-olds. 

Feldman also has been fortu- 
nate when it comes to the films 
he has made. Hits like ‘‘The 
Goonies,’ *‘Gremlins,”* “Stand 
By Me,” ‘‘License To Drive’’ 
and ‘“‘The Lost Boys’ have giv- 
en him a solid spot of steady 
employment among actors of 
his age group. He now appears 
in the current Tom Hanks com- 
edy ““The ’Burbs.” 

Feldman even has the dis- 
tinction of having played the 
character who “‘killed’’ the 
hockey-masked Jason in the 
1984 film ‘‘Friday the 13th Part 
IV: The Final Chapter.” 

“I played the kid at the end 
who shaved his (own) head and 
then murdered Jason,"’ Feld- 
man said. “But he didn’t stay 
dead, did he? Hey, you didn’t 
really ex; t me to kill him, 
did you? ink of all the actors 
I would have put out of work. 
Those els will go on forev- 
er. By the time they get to 
“Friday the 18th Part 20,” 
Jason may be running for pub- 
lic office.” 

Feldman's latest 
“Dream a Little Dream,"’ 
perhaps his strangest. The 
movie also stars Jason 
Robards, Piper Laurie, Harry 
Dean Stanton and Corey Haim. 

“It's hard to describe and 
make sense, but I think kids 
and adults will like it,’’ Feld- 
man says. “It has what they 
call ‘crossover appeal’.””

Two of Hollywood’s better 
Known traditional stars, Jason 
Robards Piper Laurie, team 
with a trio of tinseltown’s newer 
mames, Corey Feldman, Corey 
Haim and Meredith Salenger, in 
“Dream a Little Dream” (*%), 
the strangest film in a long time. 

The motion picture is an 
obscure story about two teen-a- 
gers who get mixed up in a tran- 
scendental dream experiment 
with an older couple. : 

Feldman is Bobby Keller, a 

i 16-year-old living 
with parents who would make 
Dagwood and Blondie Bumstead 
look well adjusted. Bobby’s par- 
ents, splayed by Victoria Jackson 
and lex Rocco, always are eat- 
ing a meal or acting like they 
have just guiped down one too 
many valiums. 

Bobby is much happier in the 
company of Lainie Diamond, 
played by Salenger. Lainie is the 
jocal hometown, high school 
sweetie. She doesn’t reciprocate 
Bobby’s infatuation with her, but 
she doesn’t tell him to stay away 
either. 

Bobby’s best friend, Dinger, is 
played by Haim. Dinger has a 

roken leg when the film begins. 
It was not in the script original- 
ly, but when Haim really did 
break his leg four days before 
the start of principal photogra- 
phy, it had to be written into the 
story. 

Across the street from the 
local high school, in a comfort- 
able two-story frame and brick 
house, lives Coleman and Gena 
Ettinger, played by Robards and 
Laurie, respectively. They are a 
youthful couple in their 60s who 
want to be younger. So the Ettin- 
gers have taken to delving in 
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experiments in meditation, an 
effort Coleman is convinced will, 
somehow, transport them back 
‘in-time and make them kids 


again. 
One early evening, while 
incanting on the lawn, the aM 


iment works. Coleman and 
end up in Bobby and Lainie’s 
bodies, and vice-versa. I realize 
this may not make much sense, 
but neither does the film:— 

Harry Dean Stanton appears 
in “Dream a Little Dream’’ as 
Ike Baker, Coleman's best friend 
who is the only person who 
knows what really has happened 
to the unlikely couples. 

Part teen love story, part 
adult love story, the movie 
meanders without personality. 

A ridiculous attempt at insert- 
ing tension near the film’s end- 
ing comes off stilted and_ false. 
This is not the kind of film 
where anyone expires although 
some of the acling is deadly.

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Officials feel joint-use 


airports wave of future

.BELLEVILLE — Mayor Richard Brauer and 
Charleston, S.C,, businessman Vern Strickland 
are in joint agreement that joint-use airports are 
the wave of 1990s. It is a. concept that many 
businessmen inthe Granite City area have also 
endorsed. . 

- Brauer traveled to Charleston last year to tour 
Charleston International Airport, the oldest joint- 
use airport in the United States. He said the trip 
confirmed some notions. he -had.,about joint-use 
airports. " 
supported joint-use from the start,’’ 
“f have empathy toward tho$e who 
would be directly affected by a joint-use airport 
at Scott Air Force Base, but I think joint-use 
would be a tremendous business boon that we 
just can’t afford to pass up.” 

Brauer said Charleston International, which 
has been been a joint-use airport serving com- 
mercial and military flight operations since 1951, 
is a ‘sight you'd just have to see to believe: 

“It’s just a tremendous operation,’’ Brauer 
said. “If we could have an airport that ‘served the 
community half as well _as that one serves 
Charleston, we’d be in great shape.”” . 

Charleston International handles about 136,000 
flights each year. Nearly 55 percent of the flights 
are commercial. The 3,800-acre airport has two 
runways, with a commercial air terminal and a 





military air base both on the premises. * 
According to Strickland, a businessman with 

Hawthorn Aviation of Charleston, the only ‘‘joint- 

use”’ portion of the airport is the runways. me 
“This airport has been an overwhelming suc— 


cess, and I’m a big fan of it,” said Strickland, 


who is also a former president of the Charleston 
Chamber of Commerce. “‘My interest in: the air- 
port has been multifold, but I really think a 
Joint-use airport makes a lot of sense. 

“T think the time of joint-use airports has 
some. New airports are getting expensive to 
build, and-they’re getting harder to fund-and-get- 

all the legislative bodies that have the 
power to kill them. I really think major airports 
are going to be tough to build in the future. I 
think several of the existing airports are also 
being underutilized.’’ 

Strickland said joint-use airports offer no 
“threat to military security,’’ a concern that 
many opponents of joint-use have voiced. 

“‘Joint-use of the runways does not compromise 
military security at all,’’ Strickland said. 

I’ve been here all’ 38 years that we've had 
joint-use, and I’m not aware of any compromise 
of security. In fact, I think the longer runways 
and some of the equipment provided by the Air 
Force probably make this a safer airport than 
most commercial-use airports. 

“Plus, Air Force members are the best neigh- 
bors you could ever have.”

Simon: The honeymoon’s over 
for new President George Bush 


BETHALTO — The honeymoon is over for Pres- 
ident George Bush 

That was the view expressed by U.S. Sens. 
George Mitchell, D-Maine, and Paul Simon, D-III, 
who criticized the Bush administration on several 
issues during a recent stopover at the St. Louis 
Regional Airport. 

Mitchell, the Senate majority leader, was travel 
ing with Simon on a weekend campaign swing that 
included a reception in Rgsewood Heights. 

Simon said he would ‘oppose confirming John 
Tower, Bush's choice for defense secretary 
because of questions raised about the former Tex- 
as senator's personal conduct 

Mitchell id the FBI has investigated a variety 
of alleged incidents involving Tower. He added 
that some of the allegations raise serious ques 
tions 

If confirmed, Tower would share the job of man- 
aging Americ’s defenses with Bush, Mitchell said 

Part of Tower's responsibility would include con- 


trol of nuclear weapons that could destroy life on 
earth, Mitchell said. 

In a crisis, the president and the defense secre- 
tary could have as little as 20 minutes to decide 
whether to launch a nuclear strike, he said 

“The secretary of defense directs the most pow 
erful defense establishment in modern history,” 
Mitchell said. “‘It is important that they both be in 
a position at a moment's notice to bring to bear 
their judgment on these critical issues.”’ 

Mitchell criticized the administration for alleg- 
edly holding back available money to repair brid 
ges and highways. - 

More federal money could be used to repair or 
replace structures such as Alton’s Clark Bridge if 
Bush would order the Department of Transporta- 
on to spend money now held in reserve, Mitchell 
sal .

Board calls for investigation

BELLEVILLE — The St. 
Clair County Transit District 
Board is calling for a federal 
investigation of Bi-State Develop- 
ment Agency's awarding of a 
contract for design of the Metro 
Link light rail system. 

The board unanimously 
approved a resolution Feb. 28 
asking the Inspector General of 
the U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation, John W. Melchner, 
and the Urban Mass Transporta 
tion Administration to investi- 
gate circumstances surrounding 
the awarding of the design con- 
tract to Gibbs & Hill Inc., a New 
York engineering firm. 

Bi-State is currently negotiat- 
ing a contract with the firm. __ 

In a Feb. 24 letter to Mel- 
chner, board attorney Clyde 
Kuehn wrote that “‘there is an 
appearance of impropriety in the 
procurement process that needs 


to be investigated.”’ 

Kuehn's letter cites telephone 
records that show Bi-State Exec- 
ftive Director R. Raleigh D’A- 
damo made 40 calls to the Gibbs 
& Hill proposal team while Bi 
State was formulating the pro 
posal request for the design con- 
tract, during the time between 
the request and the due date for 
proposals, and immediately prior 
to oral interviews of the prospec- 


‘tive engineering firms on Dee 


15, 1988. 

Kuehn said the other two final 
ist engineering firms did. not 
receive similar attention. 

Kuehn added that ‘‘Bi-State 
board members were the under- 
standable targets of lavish train 
rides and banquets hosted by 
Hill International Inc.,"’ the par

“Hardest decision ever’ 
a fortuitous one for GC

GRANITE CITY — You're 33 
years old. You've established 

ourself as a successful, basket- 

all coach at a school which 
before your arrival had experi- 
#need--no hardwood success: 
You've just taken the team to 
the final 16 of the state tourna- 
ment. And the team is made up 
entirely of juniors. 

You're not going anywhere. Or 
are you? 

That was the scenario one 
spring day sie 71967 as Don 
Deterding and Several others 
were playing cards at Effingham 
{ML.) High School. Deterding had 
inherited a floundering Flaming 
Heart program in 1961 and had 
an me 6-20 in his first season, But 

ffingham went 100-35 over the 
next five years and in 1967 *was 
28-2, advancing all the way to 
the Charleston Super-Sectional 
where Vergil Fletcher and the 
Collinsville Kahoks beat Deterd 
ing 59-48. 

But all of the Flaming Hearts’ 
players were returning the next 
year. There was no reason for 
Deterding to leave. But as he 
played cards that day, he got a 
Phone call from Dick Yates, then 
the athletic director at Granite 
City. The Warriors needed a new 
coach and Yates wanted Deterd- 
ing to come for an interview 

“I jokingly told my athletic 
director that he would need to 
look for a_new_ basketball 
coach,” said Deterding. 

It was no joke. 
Effingham ‘was the hardest 
decision I ever made,”’ Deterd- 
ing said. But for Deterding, an 

-State player at Collinsville 
High. School in 1952, the South- 
western Conference was the 
place to be. 


Leaving 


Don Deterding travelled a long 
and winding road before landing 
in Granite City in June 1967 
Perhaps that éxplains ‘why he 
decided to stay around so long 

That stay will end June 6 
when Deterding packs his 
belongings and heads for Willow 
Springs, Mo., to a 360-acre farm. 
Deterding, who will turn 55 on 
April 7, is retiring after 22 years 
in the ‘Granite City school sys- 
tem. He spent 19 of those years 
as the head basketball coach at

Granite City: and-Granite City 
South high: schools. He compiled 
a 250-243 record here with three 
regional titles and one sectional 
crown. He finished with a career 
record of 408-350 in 29 years of 
coaching. He has outlasted at 


least two and as many as four- 


coaches at all the other SWC 
schools. 

“This is the earliest I could 
retire and collect my full 
sion,"’ Detefding said just vs 
after his final season ended at 
7-19 with a surprisingly close 
loss to East St. Louis Lincoln in 
regional action: .‘I've been very 
happy here and it's been a very 
enjoyable 22 years.”’ 

Deterding took the 1971 War- 
riors, led by Terry Ripka and 
Mike DeRuntz, to the Charleston 
Super-Sectional. He earned 
shared conference titles in 1972, 
1985 and 1986 for a school which 
hadn't won a league title since 
1940 and has only won six in its 
history 

Conference titles were very 
important to Deterding, «who 
learned about life in the SWC 
very early in life from one of the 
conference's most Jegendary fig- 
ures 

“IT came from a very non-ath 
letic family,"’ said Deterding, 
who had three older sisters 
growing up in Collinsville. “My 
parents (William and Laura) 
never saw a basketball game 
until my sophomore year in high 
schoal. They wouldn't let me 
play because I had work to do 
on the farm. 

“But Vergil Fleteher saw me 
in P.E. class and wanted me to 
play. My parents said no until 
my sophomore year, and then 
they would let me stay until 5 
when I had to come home and 
work But -eventually they 
became avid fans."" 


Deterding was an excellent 
shooter as a 6-1 center-forward 
As a senior in 1951-52, he 
became the first Kahok to aver- 
age more than 20 points as he 
averaged 20.6 and led Fletcher's 
team to a 21-4 record. They were 
No. 1 in the state for six weeks 
before losing 71-70 to Madison in 
the regional finals. 

“We went downhill at the end 
of the season,”’ Deterding said. 
“But I_was always greatful to 
coach Fletcher for getting me

started. He saw the talent that 
the good Lord had blessed me 
with. And as much as I respect 
ed him (Fletcher) as a coach, I 
always respected him more as a 
man.” 

Deterding went 
State, bul stayed 
months before his father suf- 
fered a heart aftack and Don 
had to come home to help.on the 
farm 

“T knew I was the worst guard 
up there (Michigan St.), but I 
worked hard and was able to 
start the only freshman game I 
was there for,’’ he said 

He was home a year before 
enrolling at Ventura (Calif.) 
Junior College in January 1954. 
Deterding became an all-state 
junior college player before 
transferring to Southeast Missou- 
ri State, where he received his 
degree nadie inag education and 
social studies in 1 

“None of my sisters had gone 
to college,"" he said. “I started 
out in conservation, but I got a 
C in my first chemistry class 
and decided it wasn’t for me 
- He got his first job at Mineral 
(Hl.) High School in the fall of 
1957 — humble beginnings, to be 
sure. 

“There were 34 students in the 
school,’’ said Deterding, who 
was only 23 at the time. “I did 
everything, including drive the 
bus. I-remember we won five of 
the first seven games and I 
thought I was ready to be the 
Celtics’ coach. But then we 
started to struggle.” 

Deterding was 7-17 that year 
and got the coaching job in Dex- 
ter, Mo., the next year, thanks 
to Raiph Pink, his coach at

year, but 18-10 and 22-6 the next 
two seasons. He took Dexter to 
the state tournament in 1961, 
where he lost by four points to 
Bil eitut 1 Wa and Crystal Cit;

year. ‘‘They had never won a 
conference litle or anything. We 
were able to win three confer- 
ence titles and two regionals in 
my six years. And I quickly 
found out that good players 
make a good coach."” 

The 1967 team featured Roger 
Arnold, who went on to play at 
the University of Minnesota. But 
Arnold broke his arm in the sec- 
tional finals, an overtime victory 
over Lawrenceville. The Flam- 
ing Hearts led by eight points 
when Arnold was hurt and bare- 
ly hung on, then lost to none oth- 
er than Fletcher's Kahoks in the 
Super-Sectional. 

The decision to leave Effingh- 
am was “the hardest decision I 
ever had to make,” Deterding 
said. 

“We had a motto that year, 
‘Keep the Faith, Baby,’ *" he 
said. ‘‘And we went on vacation 
and returned to see a 4x8-foot 
piece of plywood on our porch 
that said ‘Stick with us," and 
‘Keep the Faith, Baby.’ 

But this is where I wanted to 
be. At that time, the Southwest- 
ern Conference was the elite 
conference the state."’ 

It wus-tough to leave the 
Flaming Hearts, whose senior- 
dominated squad went 31-1, los- 
ing 85-52 to Galesburg the 
state quarterfinals in 1968 under 
new coach Jim Maxedon, who is 
-still at Effingham. But as he had 
done at Dexter and Effingham, 
Deterding quickly turned around 
a struggling program in Granite 
Lity 

After going 10-15 in 1968, the 
Warriors went 21-6 in 1969 
behind the play of Gary Simpson 
and John VanBuskirk. But Van- 
Buskirk suffered a sprained 
late in the year which 
Deterding feels prevented the 

igger things 

mpson was the great- 
est player I ever coached,’ 
Deterding said. “‘He was a 6-1 
guard and very quick. He was 
the only player T ever coached 


_who could have played profes- 


sionally.”” 

But Simpson's story was a 
tragic one. He went to LSU and 
averaged 37 points on the fresh- 
man team (freshmen were ineli- 
gible to play varsity in those 
days), which is more than Pete 
Maravich averaged as a fresh- 
man (Maravich was a senior 
when Simpson was a freshman). 
Simpson started on the varsity 
as a sophomore and averaged 18 
points and LSU coach Press 
Maravich (Pistol Pete’s father) 
was ready to promote him for 
All-American honors as a junior. 

But Simpson’s life became 
unravelled ‘‘because of drugs 


“and some other things,’’ Deterd- 


ing said. Simpson died of cancer 
in 1985. 

The Warriors were 22-9 in 1971

He hit 84 home runs, 78 
triples and 427 doublés. Only 
eight other National Leaguers 
racked up more two-base hits 
than the Redhead. All but five of 
his years were with the Cardi- 
nals. = * 

He played iin St. Louis from 
1945-55 and was a member of the 
1946 world champions, Schoen- 
dienst played one season with 
the Giants in 1956 and three sea- 
sons_in Milwaukee where he 
helped the Braves win one World 
Series (1957) and one other 
National League pennant (19538) 
He returned to St. Louis and fin- 
ished his career in 1963. Mainly 
a second baseman, Red also 
played some shortstop and out- 
ield. 


The Germantown, IIl., native 
was one of a series of great sec- 
ond baseman the Cardinals have 
had,.a group that includes Rog- 
ers Hornsby and Frankie Frisch. 
Although not as good a hitter as 
those two, Red dled the league in 
stolen bases with 26 in 1945. He 
was a great glove man, leading 
National League second base- 
man in fielding six times 

My first meeting with the Red- 
head came in the spring of 1945, 
the last year the Cardinals held 
spring training in Cairo, Ill. I 
was on the staff of the Cairo 
Evening Citizen both as a report 
er'and a back shop man on the 
press. All three St, Louis dailies 
covered the Cardinals during the 
week, but their reporters left
